THE TRUCK AH A HIGH SCHOOL BUILDER - 


In the present game of progressive 
develop­ 
ments, which, in spite of the many distracting cir­ 
cumstances and problems, occupies a large part of 
Ih»* time of the people of this country, the motor 
truck has an inning marked to up its credit with 
remarkable frequency. 
Qne of the latest reports 
of a new' use of the truck comes from Fort Stock­ 
ton, out in Peco» county, where it is putting famil­ 
ies for many miles around in touch with a good 
high school. 
A recent report, coming from Austin, 
says: 
“ The high school at Fort Stockton, Pecos coun­ 
ty, is held up as a model for other high schools of 
the State by Prof. S. M .N. Marrs, chief of the high 
school division of the State Department of Educa­ 
tion. 
This school has now 16 credits for its affil­ 
iation and has sent in an application for additional 
credits, having recently added a commercial course. 
“ The territory covered by the Fort Stockton 
school is seventy by 
one hundred miles. 
Five 
trucks are operated daily at a cost of $450 a month 


To gather up the children from over the district and 
get them to and from school. 
The result is not on­ 
ly a first-class school, but one which would do credit 
to the larger cities of the State. ' ’
